ters that he wrote her. 

Campbell said that a church entertain- 
ment was to be given in Phenix City. 
Edwards wag a prominent church man, 
being superintendent of the West Side 
Baptist Sunday school. He had Mrs. 
Campbell copy from a book a number of 
love letters, which were to be used in 
some ‘way in the entertainment, he said. 
Campbell charges that when the copies 


by his wife, Edwards then demand 
that she return his love letters that he 
had written her, saying that if she did 
not do so he would exhibit the copies 
of the letters he held and would repre- 
sent that the letters were from ‘her to 
him. The letters were returned ®y Mrs. 
Campbell. 

Campbell says that he went to Eds» 
wards twice, spoke to him of the ugly 
rumors that were afloat and asked him 
to let hig family alone. He said that 
he wished to avoid trouble and decided 
to go west, and had formed his plang t0 
leave on September, 3 for the Indian 
Territory and Oklahoma. On the night 
of September’ he met Edwards and 
the tragedy occurred. 

The testimony of witnesses as to the 
tragedy itself is very contradictory. The 
shooting occurred at Wildwood park in 
front of a stand where tickets for a the- 
atrical performance were being sold. Ed- 
wards, just before the shooting began, 
purchased tickets to the show. Severa’ 
witnesses for the state swore that Ed- 
wards reached up for his ticket with 
one hand and reached up with the other 
hand for his change, and while his arms 
were thus raised, Crmpbel] shot him. | 
befere he lowered ‘is hands. On the 
other hand, Campbell states, and several 
witnesses for the defense testify to the 
same effect, that Edwards had lowered 
his hands and was turning aside, and 
when he saw Campbell he jerked out 
his pistol and started to raise it, and 
as he did so Campbell fired. 

The two concluding arguments in the 
ease will be delivered tomorrow morn- 
ing, and indications are that the court 
room will again be crowded. The pre- 
liminary trial has been like a regular 
superior court trial, the only feature 
lacking being the jury. It has been a 
great legal battle among the nine law- 
yers in the case,

Is Inoculation Necessary? 


Since the discovery and promulgation 
of the fact that leguminous plants 
possess the power of assimilating 
nitrogen of the air by means of the 
bacterial tubercles, or nodules, on the 
roots of such plants, the impression 
has been made that lucerne, which is 
a legume, may not be successfully cul- 
tivated unless the seeds, or the soil, 
shail be artificialy inoculated with 
suitable nitro-cultures, or soil from a 
successful plot of lucerne. This is 
certainly not universally, even if gen- 
erally, true. Without entering into 
an exhaustive discussion of the ques- 
tion it may be sufficient to admit that 
here may be localities or soilsin which 
the entire absence of the proper bac- 
terial Zerms may renuer it necessary , 
io ariificlally inoculate. But it is cer-

To W. P. B., Basrom, Fla.~There ts 
no later method of destroving weevils 
and other insects in stored grain than 
the use of carbon bi-sulphide, which 
has often been described in this depart- 
ment.
